In February 1987 the John Carter Brown Library opened a major exhibition entitled, A 
Covenanted People: The Religious Tradition and the Origins of American Constitu- 
tionalism. Researched and written by Professor Donald S. Lutz of the University of 
Houston and Jack D. Warren, a graduate student in history at Brown University, the ex- 
hibition was prepared as a commemoration of the 200th anniversary of the framing of 
the Constitution of the United States. 


In May 1987 an illustrated catalogue of the Covenanted People exhibition was published 
by the Library, as one of the fruits of its Constitution bicentennial project. That 
catalogue, which included sixty illustrations, was designed to serve the general public. 
By intention, full bibliographical descriptions of the books and other printed items in 
the exhibition were excluded from the catalogue as being primarily of technical or 
specialized interest. 


This Bibliographical Supplement to the illustrated exhibition catalogue is designed to 
serve that specialized interest. Librarians, bibliographers, and scholars will find here all 
the detailed information they might need about this select list of fifty-seven titles from 

_ the John Carter Brown Library collection. 


The information presented here has also been entered into the national computerized 
data base known as the Research Libraries Information Network (RLIN) and thus is 
available on-line to the many libraries that subscribe to RLIN. 


The preparation of the Bibliographical Supplement would not have been possible 
without the assistance of the grants from the Rhode Island Committee for the 
Humanities, an affiliate of the National Endowment for the Humanities, and from the 
Lilly Endowment, Inc. The Lilly Endowment in particular has sponsored at the John 
Carter Brown Library the full cataloguing, according to the highest national standards, 
of hundreds of the Library’s American religious and political imprints from the eigh- 
teenth century.

INTRODUCTION 


The Bibliographical Supplement to the exhibition catalogue, A Covenanted People, lists 
the works alphabetically by author, title, or corporate body. The description of each 
item conforms to the Anglo-American Cataloguing Rules. Items that had been 
catalogued at the Library before 1980 follow the standards set by the first edition of the 
Rules. However, most of the titles in this Supplement have been catalogued in the past 
year specifically for the Covenanted People project and strictly follow the second edi- 
tion (AACR2). 

References to other bibliographies are included to provide additional source material 
for those seeking more detailed information for each item. A guide to the abbreviations 
of these reference works follows this introduction. 


Accession numbers and the dates of acquisition are also provided in each description. In 
addition, the locations of other copies of each work are indicated. Location symbols for 
libraries and special collections throughout the world are those now in standard use. 


Each description printed here contains John Carter Brown Library copy-specific infor- 
mation. These notes are used to accommodate unique details that do not apply to the 
universal description of the items.
